On notion by Conmm ssioner Galloway, seconded by Commi ssioner Bond, which notion duly carried, Chairnman Sins ordered that Itens 1
and 2 under Statewi de Policy requesting that the Board i mmedi ately request an opinion fromthe State Attorney General regarding
NRS 432B. 020 concerning the statutory authority of the Departnent of Social Services to intervene in cases where a threat of harm
is present be approved; and that various options be brought back to the Board as soon as possible for further discussion
concerning the existing | aw of substantiati on of abuse or neglect to a nore expansive threat of harm concept, be approved as
reconmended by staff.

97-232 STATUS REPORT - GRAND JURY REPORT CASE NO. CV94-04273

May Shelton, Director, Department of Social Services, reviewed a staff report concerning this item and answered questions of the
Boar d.

Conmmi ssi oner Gall oway revi ewed discussion at yesterday's caucus concerning Grand Jury Recommendation No. 1, which states in part,
“that recognition that the best interest of a child does not always coincide with fanmly restoration.” M. Galloway requested
clarification from M. Shelton that the County on several occasions has sought Restraining Orders to renove perpetrators froma
home rather than renove a child froma honme when appropriate.

Chai rman Si ns expressed concern regarding Grand Jury Reconmendati on No. 4 concerning an adopted policy requiring social workers to
secure Court approval to return any child under the age of five who is in the Departnent's |egal and/or physical custody after
there has been a finding of fact by the Family Court.

Ms. Shelton responded to Chairman Sins' inquiry explaining that after reviewing child fatality cases, that the children were al
under the age of five years of age; that it is their opinion that those children who are too young to attend school, and who do
not attend child care facilities are nore vulnerable and isolated in the home; and that many of the children who were killed were
being cared for by a significant other of the nother or an unenpl oyed father

Chairnman Sins stated that he is very concerned about six or seven year old children who attend public schools and go hone to a

"l atch key" home with no one to watch themas they are older than five and would not fall under this policy. Ms. Shelton advised
M. Sims that the Board has the authority to change the age limt if they so desired. Chairman Sins stated that this issue should
be | ooked at in depth to determne if the age limt should be raised, stating that in terms of hel pl essness there is not much of a
di fference between a five year old and a seven year old child. Ms. Shelton stated that she would further investigate this matter
and that they have discussed the idea of a Managenent Comrittee to look into raising the age level to review return to the hone.

Chairman Sins further stated that in regard to Reconmendati on No. 7 concerning training for social workers and i ssues of standard
of proof and the meani ngful nature of evidence, that it is inportant that when one is | ooking at individual job perfornmance that
it should specifically gauge how wel|l an individual applies his/her training to the practical I|evel.

In response to Comni ssioner Bond's concern regardi ng Recormendati on No. 6, M ke Capello, Departnment of Social Services, stated
that the skill-based assessnent training will not include training their workers to do nedical and psychol ogi cal eval uati ons
specifically; that it will train themto do basic fam|ly assessnments, to identify dynamics in a famly, to identify risk factors
to children and enhance those skills; and early on, hopefully be able to see sone of the behaviors that woul d be suggestive of a
psychol ogi cal disorder. M. Capello further stated that with regard to on-goi ng cases, nore serious Court cases where children
have been in out-of-home care between 30 and 90 days, that they are trying to have a nulti-disciplinary approach to help them
evaluate a fam|ly's progress in their case plan rather than having the primary perspective being just Child Protective Service's
attenpt to bring in early childhood devel opnent, nental health specialists and public health officials.

Chai rman Sins comrended Ms. Shelton, M. Capello and the Social Services Departnment for their efforts in this regard.

Fol | owi ng di scussi on, upon recommendati on of May Shelton, Director, Departnent of Social Services, on notion by Comr ssioner
Gal | oway, seconded by Conmi ssioner Shaw, which notion duly carried, Chairman Sinms ordered that the status report regarding
recommendati ons contained in Grand Jury Report Case No. CV94-04273 be accepted including various concerns expressed in previous

testi nmony.

Ron G | gore, Departnent of Community Devel opnent, reviewed background information and answered questions of the Board concerning
this request advising that the property is undevel oped; and that it is consistent with the action program policies and standards
of the Conprehensive Plan and the Truckee Canyon Area Pl an

Chai rman Sins opened the public hearing and called on anyone w shing to speak

Cole Wl son, attorney representing Appellant Senator Ray Shaffer, discussed primary issues of concern regarding limted access to
the property stating that the proposed access woul d cross over a corner of Senator Shaffer's property increasing truck traffic and
the use of his property; that they do not believe there are any existing easenents; that the proposed project is not the highest
and best use for the property; that approval of the rock crushing facility would set a negative standard for future devel opnent in
the area and adversely affect the area and surroundi ng property owners due to heavy truck traffic and noise inpacts, the

deval uation of property; that it is their belief that there is no direct access to the property; that he would request that if the
permit is not denied that the project be conditioned that the applicant show proof that the property has access or easenments for
access so this would not inpact the nei ghborhood; and that future devel opnments and other uses would not be inpaired by this
activity.

Commi ssi oner Shaw inquired of M. Cole if he had received witten docunentation from other property owners in the area expressing
their concern that if the special use pernmit should be granted that it may devalue their property, and M. Cole stated that he had
not received any witten confirmation of this fact.

Chairnman Sins stated that the Planning Comr ssion was not presented with any of the evidence referred to by M. Cole; and that no
one expressed opposition to the project advising that he was westling with whether or not this project should be sent back to the
Pl anni ng Commi ssion to review the evidence presented this evening.

Senator Ray Shaffer, Appellant, stated that he is the principal involved in the property; that the owner of record resides in
Ari zona; that he has an option and a $400,000 interest in the property for future devel opnent; that he has frontage on the
frontage road; and that they are using a corner of his property to get to their property.

Senator Shaffer stated that he was two days late in receiving the notice that was forwarded to himfrom Arizona; and that he was
unable to attend the Pl anning Comnri ssion hearing otherwi se he woul d have been present. He further explained that he currently has
two offers on the property, one with a desire to build a simlar operation to Boontown as well as a backup offer for a



construction conpany; that if this permt is approved that the crusher operation would bring undue danage to his efforts in
devel oping the property; that he has spent a considerabl e anount of nopney on the property meking it devel opabl e and productive;
and that the property was previously a sal vage yard.

Her bert Ahl swede, Ceneral Counsel and Jim Spoo, Special Counsel for AGE Corp., Inc., stated that they oppose the project and
support the appeal for reasons previously outlined by M. WIlson; that were also not notified of the original hearing; that the
Assessor's Office has the wong nanme for notification; that they were unaware of the hearing until Senator Shaffer was in contact
with them and that they will attenpt to have the Assessor's O fice correct this problem He further stated that the issue of
access is a very inportant issue; that although it is an issue to be determ ned by the parties privately; that access needs to be
denonstrated; that they are requesting to deny the project based on provision of access; that they are asking that a condition be
added that proof of access be provided; that he can assure the Board that no | egal access exists to this parcel; and that the
proj ect should be sent back to the Pl anning Conm ssion for further review

In response to Chairman Sins inquiry concerning who was notified of the Planning Conm ssion hearing, M. Spoo replied that it was
a former counsel to AGE who no |onger bears any relationship to the corporation.

Chairman Sins stated that the issue of notification was of great concern to himand if M. Spoo felt that the County erred in this
regard that perhaps the project should go back to the Pl anning Conm ssion. M. Spoo replied that he did not have docunentary

evi dence of these circunstances; that he was unaware of the hearing until Senator Shaffer notified himat his office; and that
they do not place the blame on anyone for this occurrence.

M. Ahlswede stated that it was his belief that the notice was sent to the forner President of AGE who had been terni nated under
adverse conditions; that a notice had been sent to hinm that there have been other notices that they have not received; that they
do receive tax bills from Washoe County; and that the Assessor forwards themto the correct address.

Lance O Banion, stated that he and his partner, Roger Bergmann have been attenpting to acquire 43 acres of Bureau of Reclamation
property adjoining the subject property; that they have been unsuccessful in doing so; that they have docunents accepted by the
BLM the Bureau of Reclamation and the Forest Service to trade a piece of property in Miustang for property located in Lyon County;
that one of the conditions of the acquisition is to cleanup an existing junkyard; that if the trade is conpleted which includes
all of the frontage and woul d deny access to this property other than crossing it fromthe south side across the railroad tracks
and they are required to expend a great deal of noney to do so, that they do not want a mountain of concrete and a crushing pl ant
behi nd t hem

Charl es Chisholm Applicant, stated that in October, 1996, he had a conditional access issued by the Bureau of Reclamation; that
access does exist; that the former President of AGE was listed in Carson City as being the President until October, 1996; that AGE
is currently in litigation with Nevada Hydrocarbon, a conpany that he operates in Storey County; that AGE does not want himto
have a concrete recycling operation anywhere; that he has worked with the Planning Departnment to mitigate all problens and has
accepted the conditions; and that he is ready to go forward with the project. M. Chisholmfurther stated that the Air Quality

Di vi sion of the Washoe County Health Departnment is well aware of his operation in Storey County; that he is willing to conply with
any conditions they may inpose; that he has only requested a two-year tine frame to test the narket; that they do not want to be a
nui sance to anyone; and that they do not cross the tip of Senator Shaffer's property for access.

There being no one el se wishing to speak, Chairman Sins closed the public hearing.

Commi ssi oner Shaw asked M. G lgore if anything was presented to the Pl anni ng Conm ssion concerning access, and M. G lgore stated
that he was not aware of any concerns raised regarding this issue.

In response to Chairman Sins inquiry concerning notification, M. Glgore stated that he had not received any correspondence from
AGE prior to the Planning Commi ssion hearing; and that AGE is listed with four separate properties |located on Termi nal \Way; that
pursuant to |law, they nust use the Assessor's address list; that individuals are responsible for informng the Assessor of any
address changes; and that it is his belief that the County legally did everything correctly regarding noticing this hearing.



Chairman Sins stated that the Appellant has nmade a good case; and that the true intent of the notification has not been fulfilled.
